This 
puts an end to

Judge Terry at 


Marthal Nagtc. 
Lathrop, last Au- 


gust, to prevent him from killing Jus- 
tice Field. 
After the shooting Nagle 


was arrested at Stockton, Cal., by the 
Stato officers, hut was released on a 
writ of habeaa corpus, based on the 
ground that Nagle, who was acting un- 
der instructions, had merely performed 
Li3 duty as an officer of the United 
States. The case came before the Su- 
preme Court here on an appeal from this 
order. 


Tho opinion of the court was deliv- 


ered by Justice Miller. It states that 
the evidence before the Circuit Court in 
tho habeas corpus case produced the 
conviction of a settled purpose on the 
part of Terry and his wife, amounting 
to conspiracy to murder Justice Field, 
and adds that if Neagle had been a 
friend of Justice Field traveling with 
him, and aware of tho previous rela- 
tions of Terry to the Judge—as he was 
—he would have been justified in what 
ho did in defense of Field's life and 
possibly of his own. After a long dis- 
cussion of tho questions of law and fact 
involved in the case, tho opinion con- 
cludes as follows: 


Tho result to which we have arrived upon 


this czaialnatlu.i that in the protection of 
the person and the life of Mr. Justice Field 
while In the discharge of his official duties, 
Neagle waa authorized to resist the attack 
of Terry upon that eminent judicial officer. 
That he was Justified In tho belief that with- 
out Instant action on his part the assault of 
Terry upon the Judge would have ended In 
the death of the latter. That iuch being hia 
well-foundod belief, ho was JuatlBed In tak- 
ing the life ol' Terry as the only means of 
preventing the death of tho man who was 
Intended to be his victim. That in taking 
tho 
lift) 
of Terry 
under the circum- 


stances, he was acting under tho authority 
of the law of the United States, and was 
Justified In so doing, and that lio Is not lia- 
ble to answer for murder to the courts of 
California on account of his part In tho 
transaction. We therefore affirm the Judg- 
ment of the Circuit Court authorizing his 
discharge from the custody of tho sheriff of 
San Joaquln County. 


Chief Justice Fuller and Justice La- 


mar dissented from the decision. Jus- 
tice Field did not take any part in tho 
decision.

PACKED IHABARRELOF LIME-PLASTER 


An Unc«lled-For Cask in the New York 


Appraisers' Store-A Precious Prop- 


erty Without Claimant—Philip- 


Ben's Confession Verified. 


NEW YOBK, April 15.-The body o! 


Meyer, the clerk who was murdered by 
his' employer, Philipsen, a soap-maker, 
at Copenhagen, and shipped to Amer- 
ica, was found yesterday at the New 
York Custom-house concealed in a cask 
ofllmoor plaster, which had arrived 
per steamship Thingvalla some time 


The cask had been shipped from 
ago 
to 
Copenhagen January 13, conaigned 
"Beresford Bros., Eacine, Wis." Wells, 
Fargo & Co. were named as forwarders. 
The consigner 
paid 
the 
steamship 


charges, and gave his name as William 
Smith. The cask was said to contain - 
chemically-prepared limo-plaster. 


On arrival here February 4 it was 


sent to the appraisers' stores and exam 
ined by the removal of a few pounds ol 
the contents. It was then reheaded 
and set aside to be called for. Wells, 
Fargo & Co. paid the duty of 82.50 and 
wrote Beresford Bros, twice to remit 
bill of lading and the cask would be for- 
warded.

cask shipped on the Thingvalla Janu- 
ary IS. The Danish Consul here was 
also notified. The agent sent the Con 
sul, and a representative of Wells, Far- 
go & Co. went to the appraisers' stores 
and had the cask opened. 
After dig- 


ging away some of the plaster they un- 
covered a man's head, and finally the 
body was exhumed. It was clad in plain 
clothing and was woll preserved. 


The various parties engaged in the 


search at once dropped the matter, no 
one desiring to take charge of the body 
Wells, Fargo & Co. said they wore will- 
ing to stand their 812.50 loss, and would 
put in no claim for the goods. 
The Con- 


sul had no instructions to claim tho 
body, and the steamship company is no 
interested. The appraiser will proba- 
bly have to hold the cask and its con 
tents until tho Washington authoritiei 
direct its disposal.

VARIOUS KINDS THAT ARE EDIBLE 


AND ARE EATEN.

of intellect alone knows how to eat."

Cooking is a science, and the author who 
declared that ''the discovery of a new 
dish does more for the happiness of man- 
kind than the discovery of a new planet," 
was evidently a philosopher, for all men 
are interested in cooking. 
'~ 


Flowers! The very word ia the'quint- 


essence of poetry, fragrance and beauty. 
A dinner, novel in the extreme, was 
given by an eastern girl, a wealthy debu- 
tante. The dinner was served in great 
magnificence, and at it "stewed lilies" 
was the most favored dish. 


It didn't matter at aii that the "stewed 


lilies'" resembled inferior greens or cauli- 
flowers in appearance, and as to taste— 
imagination fails to convey its awful 
wisliy-washiness, if the antipodal terms 
be allowed, yet every girl at the table 
declared as she dipped her fork into the 
stewed novelty that they were "perfect- 
ly delicious, you know," and they could 
eaf them "every day." 
No pepper.no 


salt, no soupcon of butter defiled this 
purity of the lily etew; forbid, god of 
fashion, jK»rish the thought, oh, cuisine 
of aesthetic food! the lilies were stewed 
simply intact and eaten simply and with 
tact. For no muscle of the tortured 
fashionable gourmaude's face betrayed 
tho feeling that she was eating a dish 
that was similar to washed out sunshine 
or the ghost of a stale spongecake. They 
were stewed lilies all the same, and if 
each partaker turns her head away at the 
sight of the flower in full bloom for some 
time to come, why inquire further? Is 
the mere fact of the effects of a first 
cigar to banish forever the habit of smok- 
ing others? 


A DIXNER OP LOCUSTS. 


Not very long since an article in an 


eastern paper spoke of a clever woman's 
subterfuge in cooking in following man- 
ner. "The latest novelty in the vegetable 
line is the introduction of flowers, that 
is edible flowers. The two which are 
said to be the most satisfactory belong— 
absit omen! to the thistle family, and 
rejoice in the names calligonum poly- 
gonordes and bastia latiflior. The popu- 
lar form of both English and French 
seems somehow hard to conquer in the 
case of these new dishes, but doubtless 
all will come in time. It is related of a 
bright Boston woman that once whilst 
she was living in the country abroad, in 
a spot where the markets were extreme- 
ly unreliable, she was surprised one day 
by the arrival of several guests near the 
hour of dinner. It chanced, aa it usually 
does in similar cases, that her larder 
that day wa'j especially bare; so she set 
to work her wits as bur only assistants 
to overcome the difficulty. The locust 
trees were in full bloom, so she selected 
the finest clusters, dipped them in batter 
and fried them in boiling oil. 
The dish 


proved not only on ornamental one, the 
shape of the ordinary clusters being not 
unlike that of grapes, but it proved pal- 
atable as well, and if not very substan- 
tial, went no inconsiderable way in the 
scanty dinner. 


When Rome became the center of rich- 


es she had every luxury of the table, from 
tho growing locust in bloom to the os- 
trich. "St. John's bread" ia said also to 
be a species of wild locust, and there are 
other methods of cooking in which they 
have been used. As for the dandelions, 
they are converted by the skillful oook 
into the most palatable dishes. They 
are also gathered with caro and mad 
into ahealthful tea as well as into stewec 
vegetables. The dandelion is sometimes 
termed not a flower, but it certainly is 
entitled and justly so to floral eontidera 
tion, and belongs to the floral family. 


SOME EDIBLE PLANTS. 


The nasturtium makes a most delight 


ful salad, the leaves being selected fo 
the purpose as the most delicious portion 
The peppery, peculiar taste tickles tin 
taste of the epicure with its charms, an< 
the nasturtium salad is a favorite disl 
on the buffet of the fastidious epicure 
The seed of this flower makes a mos 
tempting pickle, and invites by its qual 
ities an appetite to the most jaded palate 
and stuamt h. 


The cactus B a plant that has been 


used with effect by the Indians. When 
the Sioux so long defied the governmem 
and were left without food or liquid 
they converted the cactus into a nourish 
ing vegetable. Besides this, the liquii 
coming from them served in the place o 
water. 


Hosts lia\e always played an import 


ant feature in tho high art of cooking 
Under Charlemagne's reign the devices 
for cooking into which flowers were in 
serted were several, while in the Seven 
teenth century the women of thegentlesi 
birth, greatest wealth and highest posi- 
tion in court took the greatest persona 
interest in their kitchen and its results. 
A favorite method of giving fish the 
taste oi flowers at this time was to boii 
them in rose water. The flavor was so 
thoroughly impregnating that you would 
imagine the fish was a rose itself. The 
mode of dining in this century was one 
of great magnificence. The rose as an 
article of food haa a history which goes 
away back. It was well known to the 
ancient Greeks and Romans.—St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch. 


A Clam Shell In the Ben'i Throat.

3,260 applications and 2,034 patents in 
1864. In Great Britain in 1888 there waa 
an increase as compared with the imme- 
diately preceding year of more than 
three fold in applications and nearly 
three fold in grants—an increase which 
is attributed to modifications of the 
patent laws.—Industries.
